HEN attempt is made to place the blame for the present 
coa] shortage the universal verdict on the part labor has 


played is "Not Guilty.7' 


* Capital as represented by the owners of the coal mines and 


the railroad systems of the county must shoulder the whole 
blame for the present difficulty. 


Measured by the degree of sacrifice made—the only real 


lest—labor, as represented by the coal miners has registered; 
100 per cent patriotism. 
The mine and railroad owners have 


registered a close approximation to zero. 


The wage scale in the coal mining districts has increased 


since the war began, but the increase has not, except in rare 
cases, been commensurate with the cost of living. 
In other 


•words the net income of the laboring man has not shown any in- 
crease since the war began. 


Yet the number of strikes has been negligible. , If labor 


measured its loyalty to its country by the profit they could gouge 
out of the people or their employers in the present difficulty all 
'the coal miners would have been on strike, or have secured much 
larger increases in wages than they did. 


But labor has been loyal, and has been working overtime, 


where conditions wotdd permit. 
Thu president of the United 


Mine Workers of America, representing over 400,000 men, urged 
upon all the men at their last annual convention the necessity 
for all to work to the limit of their ability in order that the coal 
supply might be adequate. 


Turning to the mine owners and the railroad oivners, we find 


that the price allowed the mine owners for coal was increased 
over the pre-war price considerably more than the increase in 
labor, and other costs. In other words, capital has had its net 
income increased. 


Yet a large number of mines have been closed because their 


owners demanded a still higher price than the government al- 
lowed. Other mine owners ran short shifts, when thousands of 
miners were out of work. The fact that there was a» increase 
in coal mined of 50,000.000 tons over the previous year shows 
that labor has not been a slacker. 
The fact that many mines 


were closed, and many others operated on short^shifts, when 
men were anxious to work, proves that capital has been a slacker. 


The case for, or against, the railroads is just as striking. 


Despite earnings approximating those of the year before, which 
•were the highest earned in all American history, the railroad 
companies refused to equip their roads properly to stand the 
strain. Instead of sacrificing their earnings, in many cases out- 
rageously high, by investing in new equipment, they deliberately 
wrecked the railroad system of this country in order that they 
might force an increase in freight rates from the American 
people. 


Coal was not mined because the mine owners did not get 


.=: their price for coal. Coai that was mined was not hauled be- 
"~* cause the railroads did not get their price for hauling, and fail- 


ing to get their price failed to equip their systems so that they 
-would be able to handle the traffic. 
The mine owners—some of 


them,—and the railroad owners,—most of them—refused to sac- 
rifice dollars when the needs of their country demanded its 
Theirs is a patriotism that is measured by the dollar sign.

made'by Count Terauchi, the Japanese premier. In an ad- 
dress at the opening of the Diet the premier declared that 
Japan held herself responsible for the maintenance of peace 
in the Far Eeast. The Russian situation, the premier said, 
was causing Japan great anxiety and he expressed the hope 
that a stable government would be established without fur- 
ther loss of time. 


Abandonment of the plan to -overrun -the Venetian 


plains seems to 'have been decided upon by the Austro-Gerr 
man armies and is indicated in the retirement from the 
Piave river westward due to the constantly harassing at- 
tacks by the Italians and their French and British allies. 
On other fronts intensive bombardments are reported from 
several sectors and infantry and air.raids continue on an 
extensive scale.

Carbon-monoxide 


gas comes from incomplete combustion 
of coal or from escaping illuminating 
gas. 
While the 
danger 
of carbon- 


monoxide poisoning may be -lessened 
by diluting inside'air which contains it 
with; outside air it is much better, to. 
make sure that furnaces, stoves and 
gas fixtures are in good condition and 
that the fumes from burning coal are 
carried up the chimney. 
Carbon di- 


oxide which is given off in expired air 
and in proper combustion ,of -gases or 
other fuels is not in the.least harm- 
ful in the concentration- ever, found in 
the most crowded rooms. , Pathogenic 
bacteria are mainly spread from "mouth 
to mouth and nose to nose. In '.so 
far ai they are air born .they can be 
taken, care of along with the dust. 


Since "bad ventilation" means usu- 


ally "over heating" we can best pro- 
mote health, comfort and fuel economy 
by using fuel to heat, the- rindoor air, 
not the outdoor:air. end by using fuel 
io heat the indoor air just enough .for 
comfort, no more. . If most of us heat- 
ed our houses less in winter and dress- 
ed warmer we should- be healthier.
